In 1821 a Black River District iiU 
been formed, which showed that, in 
about twelve years, the territory em- 
bracing but two circuits, had so grown 
in Methodistic strength that it was or- 
ganized into a district, iueluding nine cir- 
cuits. R. M. Kvorta was the Presiding 
Elder. 

This placo was included in Oswego 
circuit, and Ohandly Lambert was the 
preacher. Father Lawbeit was a very 
strait man, physically and religiously. 
H« wore a !had-belli« u coat, I believe, 
without any buttons (buttons rhcre not
